Whatever else he is Mr. Joseph 


is no slogan-maker. His vitamin- 
message was said better by the 
phrase-maker of two generations 
ago—the guy who tossed off that 
immortal one: An apple a day 
keeps the doctor away. 


I can't finite make out whether 


Mr. Joseph is a pessimist, an op- 
portunist, or an apologist. He talks 
like a pessimist about the apple 
business. But the fact that he suc- 
cessfully breaks into the free news 
columns with an item for private 
profit shows he might be an op- 
portunist—but secretly I am cer- 
tain he is an apologist. 


After all, il was the apple men 


who first polished up the idea that 
there was health in vitamins. They 
had a good merchandising idea, 
and they pushed it. They simply 
quit when the package goods peo 


tising in a big way. 


It was a 
good merchandising 


idea, but did an apple a day real- 
ly keep the doctor away? Not so 
you could notice it. Latest report 
is that American M. D's average 
$11,000 a 
year—and the 
radicals 


are talking about socialized medi- 
cine so we can have more doctors 
still. 


What Mr. Joseph needs is a dose 


of optimism. He ought to be telling 
his public not how sick the apple 
business, but: Buy an apple and 
keep well. I wouldn't guarantee it— 
but hope's better than nothing at 
all.
